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COMPOUND LIQUORS,

Imporigmt Deelsion of Commissioner
Pleasanton —Frult Brandles—Wines and
Cordinls—What Liguors Come Within
the Hxemption.

Through the politencss of United States As-
eessor Willlam Bm Elliott, Ksq., we are fur-
nished with the snnexed Important deelsion: —

8ir:—Numerous communications are recelved
at this office from rectifiers in your district and
elsewhere, makivg Inquiries as to their liability
to tax for putting up the compound liguors
commonly kwown as raspberry, blackberry,
cherry, and ginger brandies and wines, under

the rulings aunounced in Special No. 102,

After a careful review of the subject in the
light of these numerous communieations, it is
not seen that any change In the goneral construe-
tion given to section 45, act of July 20, 1868, 1s
warrahited. 2 -
_Two questions, however, are presented, grow-
ing out of the monufacture of the compound
liquor named above, which eall for reply. This
class of raspverry, blackberry, and  cherry
brandies, I nndersiand, are ordinarily made in
the following mauner:—The juice being pressed
from the frult, it is either reduced by bolling to
such a strevgth as that it will preserve, or
8 preseried by the addition of from ten to
iwenly per cent. proofl epirits. The com-
pound ligquor is ~ formed by combining
this julee with distilled spirles and sugar
Sliyrup). the proportions varying according to
the peculiar notions of the manufactarer. Or-
dinarily, about S gallons of the juice of the feuit
and 8 gallons of syrup are added to 24 gallons of

wroof spirits. In the manufacture of glager
brandy the flavor of the ginger 1s extrncted by
steeping the gioger roots iu spirits, which ex-
tract is compounded in the same manner as the
juice of the truits above named,

The compounds known as wines and cordials
are produced in the same manner, but with o
less quantity of spirits and by an addition of
water. There can be no question but that such
compounding of lignors conetitutes the party a
reciifier as defined in paragraph 5. section 1, act
of April 10, 1500, and renders him liable to pay
the epecial tax of $200 under section 50 of suid
act of July 20, 1868,

The first question presented 18 as to whether
these compound lignors are taxable as distilied
spirits under said section 59, or as other lignors
under section 45 of said act of July 20, 1865,

It has been demonstrated by actual obserya-
tion that, by applying the rule given in special
No. 102 1o detefmine what are distilled spirits,
these liquors would all come under section 4%,
as the Jarge amount of sugar present in the
compound prevents the bydrometer from lodi
cating the actual per cent, of proof, the indica-
tions being Invariably below 50, while in fact
the compound may contain as much as 80 per
cent. proof spirits,

In view of these facts, it is baelieved that the
rule given in Special No. 102 for determining
when, by the presence of other materials, dis-
tiled spirits loses its identity as such, is not
strictly correct, and that the actual per cent, of
proof spirii= In the liquor should determine its
character, instead of the indications of the
hydrometer, which, for the reasons stated, are
known to be incorreet. Rectifiers can and should
always know the per cent. of proof spirits that
enter into compound liquors pul up by them,
and all liqguors actually  containing more
than fifty per cent. proof  spirits
must be returned as distilled spirits on Form
45, taxed under sald section 58, mnd put up,
gauged, and stamped under section 15 of same
act; and all compounds containing fifty per
cent. proof spirits er less must be returned on
Form 45)¢, nnd taxed under section 48, This
latter class does not require to be gauged,
marked, or stamped. | am aware that this
rule ofters facilities to rectifiers to defrand
the revenue by returning as distilled spirits
liquors that are liable to tax unpder section
48: but as all lignors returned as spirits
must pass the ingpection of s United States in-
ternal revenue gaunger, they may by careful ob-
servation soon learn Lo judge whether the
liquors presented for inspection as spirits do in
fact contain more than 50 per cent. of proof
spirits, and In all cases of suspicion the fact
ggould he determined by an analysis, and il the
rectifier is found to have made false returns, he
must be at once reported lor prosecution.

As the number of proof gallons is required
to be stated in stamps for rectified spirits, the
pumber of wine gallons will be regarded as the
proof gullons when the true proofl cannol be
ascertaiped by the bydrometer.

The other (uestion presented is as to the ap-
plication of the exemption coniained in Sald
section 48 to this class of ligunors, This section
impoees a tax on all liquors not made from

rapes, currants, rhubarb, or berries grown in

e United States, but i)roduccd by belng recti-
fied or mixed with distilled splrits, or by the in-
fusion of any matter in spirits.

Liquors made in the manner above described,
where the julces of domestlc berries are used,
are claimed to come within the exemption.

1 think it is clear that blackberry brandy, for
jnstance, made in the manner above described,
cannot be considered as made from blackberries
no more than conld a compound llquorcompuwl
of spirits distilled, say, from corn with sngar and
the juice of apples oa grapes added be considered
apple or grape brandy.

pﬁnudlg,.?a be exempt from the tax imposed

by section 48 as belog made from the materials
pamed therein, must be produced by distilla-
tion; and wiues, to be ecxempt, must be pro-
duced by fermentation of one or the other of
the materialz named, It is true that most of
the raspberry, blackberry, and cherry brandy
and wines kuown 1o commerce, are those pro-
duced by compounding in the manner above
descri This, however, does not change the
fact that such compounds are not in truth made
from either of the materials named In the
statutes, but are really produced from distilled
spirits by flavoring the same with the products
of these materials, Much of the fulce of rasp-
berries and blackberries, nearly all of the julce
of cherries, and all of the ginger used in mak-
jng these compounds, are imporied.

il.lenllml Is called to the fact that the tax
accrulng under sald section 48 is not s lien npon
the liguors, and that the provisions of law in
regard to gauging, marking, stamping, detaln-
ing, and seizing liquors relate o distilled apirits
otﬁdy, and have no application Lo liyuors coming
under section 45,

The security of the Government for the col-
lection of the tax under said section rests in the
vigilapce of the officers of the district in which
such liguors are manufactured.

It is especlally enjoined npon asseszors Lo see
that the returns called for in sald sectlon 48 are
made aecordiong to the rule berein given from
and after May 1 1ast on Form 45, furnished for
